PLAGUE. 

British Bast Indies. — According to advices of December 16, 1898, 
the weekly number of plague deaths has increased. During the six 
weeks from November 2 to December 13 they were 63, 59, 33, 43, 61, 
and 94, to 53, 47, 66, 70, 83, and 95 in the preceding year. The num- 
ber of plague cases is reported for the last five weeks at 95, 51, 53, 56, 
and 85. The total mortality during the past six weeks has been 608, 
565, 552, 582, 646, and 668. 

Madagascar. — In Tamatave up to December 19 there were 139 cases 
(1 in the person of a European), and 93 deaths (1 European). 

smallpox-. 

Eussia. — Since the end of the month of August, 1898, smallpox in 
Moscow has taken on an unusual increase. From August 28 to Decem- 
ber 17, 296 cases were reported. Of these, 101 were in the eastern part 
of the city. The remainder occurred in various sections.
